SUBJECT: Transmittal of Draft Letter far DCI Signature, 

in Support of Research Proposal of Dr. Ferdinand 
Hermens, Notre Dame University 

1. On 14 April 1958 Dr. Hiram Stout submitted to you a 
proposal of Dr. Ferdinand Hermens, Notre Dame University, lor 
a Political Study Center. He pointed out that Dr. Hermens was 
about to request support from a private foundation, and suggested 
that you might wish to send a letter in support of this proposal. He 
felt that the matter was of particular interest, in that Dr. Hermens 
is a staunch proponent of proportional representation electoral 
systems, a subject in which you expressed strong interest in your 
speech to the Pennsylvania Law Review Dinner, some time ago. 

2. During Dr. Stout's absence in Europe I have received 
word from Dr. Hermens that he has submitted his project to the 
Relm Foundation, Ann Arbor, Michigan. Dr. Hermens expressed 
the hope that you will see fit to lend it your personal endorsement.

3. With this in view, I am submitting a letter drafted by 
Dr. Stout for your signature. We have now staffed Dr. Hermeus's 
proposal sufficiently to feel confident that it has the potential of 
making a significant contribution to political stability in a number 

of countries, especially in France, where recent developments make 
the question of electoral reform particularly urgent. 

4. Dr. Stout, who will return on 12 July, has been continu- 
ing his study of this question, and would be glad to report to you 
orally or in writing, if you so desire. 
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
